of ice cream ; 600 Ibs. of cake ; 350 gallons of 
coffee ; 150 cases of ginger ale ; 600 gallons of 
fruit punch. 

A crew of men are kept busy preparing food 
and replenishing the tables throughout the 
evening. 

"There are Directors for the second section 
who invent the “‘laughs’’; the Degree Team 
that “‘puts’’ them over; the Medical Staff, 
Electricians, Stage Hands, Door Guards, Fire 
Patrol, Caretakers for paraphenalia, men to 
prepare equipment, and other Nobles to look 


after innumerable minor details. 


All of this the Potentate checks up, seeing 
that his subordinates are familar with their 
special work. 

When you take into consideration that all 
of this force give enthusiastic service you must 
recognize the Potentate’s resourcefulness. It 
takes a man with great qualities for leadership 
to gather about him in loyal cooperation so 
large a group. He has to be a magnetic, 
friendly man, with lovable qualities, to get 
so many to work for the pleasure of serving 
with him. 

The Potentate also spends the average 
working hours of every working day at the 
Shrine office, where he meets the Nobles, and 
deals in the human affairs that come to his 
attention. Jt may be the cordial hand clasp, the 
hearty greeting, the winning smile that men 
come to receive; but here and there is a job to 
be got, a favor to be done, advice to. be given, 
a letter to some Potentate in a distant city,— 
but whatever it is, the magnetism of his perso- 
nality makes for the better of the Shrine, and 
the fraternal spirit. 


The growth and developement of Aleppo 
Temple is interesting—our present Potentate 
has obligated more than 10,000 members. In 
1914 the membership was 7500. It is now 
15, 300. 
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This concise statement regarding the 
Temple may be likened to a newspaper; we 
get its benefits at a small cost, and do not stop 
to think what is required mentally and physi- 
cally to produce it. 


| Back to the Patrol and Drum Corps | 


In 1910 the Patrol had 27 members. 
Today it has nearly 200, counting supernum- 
eries. 


The Drum Corps was organized in 1917 
with 28 men. Today it has 218 musicians 
with every known musical instrument and 
several strictly original ones. 


Both organizations, particularly the Drum 
Corps, have given their services whenever they 
could help the local fraternity—thereby making 
the contribution of Aleppo Temple.

A few intimate facts concerning the 
Arab Patrol, Drum Corps, and 
the Working Elements of 
Aleppo Temple 


A\n occasional Noble asks why it is the 
Patrol and Drum Corps conduct public enter- 
tainments and enlist the support of the Nobility 
in promoting the sale of tickets. 


The reason is, the Patrol and Drum 
Corps desire to be an asset to the Temple ; 
and, so far as possible, finance themselves by 
offering to the public that class of attractive en- 
tertainment that is not only popular, but gives 
to the ticket purchaser the full worth of their 
money. Every dollar that is raised through 


such enterprises is a dollar saved to the ‘Temple: 


and correspondingly a saving to the general 
membership. 


Why ts M oney Needed ? 


At the annual meetings of the Imperial 
Council of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine of 
North America, it is the custom for the several 
Temples to be represented, in addition to the 
elected Representatives, by the Arab Patrols 
and Drum Corps (Bands) who take part in the 
two official parades and other functions that 
have become the big attraction in the enter- 
taining city. 

‘There is a competitive pride in the showing 
made by the various Temples—Aleppo can 
claim, with due modesty, to rank among the 
best. It is so recognized. At Kansas City 
last June Aleppo was generally acclaimed the 
best. 


| What do the Uniformed Men Give ? 


The nobles who wear the uniform give 
perhaps more than is realized. You see them 
at the Ceremonials, but probably do not give a 
thought as to how these organizations have been 
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built up. Week after week hours are spent in 
drill and rehearsing. A constant and sincere 
effort must be made to produce in an efficient 
way novel and spectacular features to en- 
tertain the Nobility. 


It requires intensive training and the 
highest individual attendance average to keep 
pace with the persistent aim for a better state 
of perfection. Much time is taken from busi- 
ness and social activities. The individual cost 
to the members for meals and travel is no small 
item. The personnel of the Patrol and Drum 
Corps is based on’ character, intelligence, and 
the willingness to serve. Some may believe 
the trips referred to are milk-and-honey affairs, 
not knowing the strict regulations that are 
precedent conditions to the right to wear the 
uniform. 


It is quite wonderful that so large a Patrol 
and a Drum Corps could be organized with 
a solidarity that accounts for nearly 100% 
of its membership on every occasion for service. 


What the Service Inspires ? 


"The uniformed Nobles naturally are in an 
environment that has the Aleppo atmosphere. 
It talks Aleppo—thinks Aleppo—loves Aleppo 
—serves Aleppo. It can be fully demonstrated 
that a good proportion of “‘the poor Sons of 
the Desert who seck the protecting dome of 
our goodly Temple’’ are sponsored by mem- 
bers of the Patrol and Drum Corps. It could 
not be otherwise in the spirit of service. 
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ALEPPO TEMPLE AN 
INSTITUTION 


While on this veneral subject, a brief word 
on the working elements of Aleppo ‘emple 
may be of interest. 


It is like a bie business. 


First there is the Potentate. Ile is the 
General Manager— directing and supervising 
the officers of the Temple. 


He has a corps of assistants, both elective 
and appointed that are called the Divan, and is 
made up of several hundred Nobles who have 
more or less assigned for them to do according 
to their positions. 


The Recorder looks after the personnel of 
the membership, keeping a record of their 
standing, mailing addresses, and is the agency 
for the collection of fees and dues. He is the 
contact man. With 15, 300 members it requires 
an efficient and systematic set of records. 
Our Recorder is the Dean of his colleagues, 
and likewise the Imperial Recorder,--a promi- 
nent national figure in the Shrine 


‘The’Treasurer receives from the Recorder 
the payments made by members of the Temple, 
the income from invested funds, and makes dis- 
bursements when duly approved, 


‘The. Recorder and the Treasurer are the 
only paid officials of the ‘IT emple. 


[he Steward looks after the commissary 
or food supplies at all functions, Ata Cere- 
monial he eaters to from &, 000 to 10,000 per- 


sons, It requires, for example, 
(the last ceremonial) 160 jrallons of oysters to 
be esealloped ; 150 gallons of veyetable salad ; 
4400 Ibs. of cooked meats, 550 Ibs. frankfurts ; 


400 dozen rolls; 500 loaves of bread ; 200 
dozen doughnuts’; 300 Ibs, cheese; 325 gallons 
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
